Washington, May 31.—The war de- 


partment has been informed by Gen- 
eral Otis that lie will be satisfied if the 
army under his command is kept at a 
maximum of 30,000. President McKin- 
ley will grant this to the Philippine 
commander, it is said. 


The situation in the Philippines was 


the subject of an extended conference 
between the president and Adjutant 
General Corbin. In view o£ the more 
or less alarming reports which have 
been ssnt to the United States from 
Manila, it is important to know that 
the president does not share iu the 
anxiety which these dispatches have 
naturally created. 
General Otis has 


kept in close tpuch with the authori- 
ties here, and i£ he was in the tight 
position which the press reports seem 
to indicate, it is felt that he would not 
hesitate about making his dilemma 
known. 


The present strength of the army in 


the Philippines, including volunteers 
who are still In. the service, is 36,000. 
When the volunteers return, some 24,- 
000 regulars will remain, or 6,000 less 
than the number estimated as'neces- 
sary by General Otis. The reinforce- 
ments now en route to Manila and un- 
der orders to depart, will bring the 
total regulars to the required figure, 
but as there will be considerable loss 
through sickness, it is proposed to de- 
crecse the companies now stationed in 
garrisons in this country to their mini- 
mum and increase the companies in 
the Philippines to their 
maximum. 


This arrangement will give General 
Otis all the men he requires, "without 
disarranging the army, as it is at pres- 
ent distributed. 


It can be stated on authority that 


until General Otis asks for an addi- 
tional force there will be no enlarge- 
ment of tbe army, not even to the ex- 
teat of recruiting the 35,000 natives 
provided for ia the army reorganiza- 
tion' bill, which passed the last con- 
gress. 


Secretary Alger cabled General Otis 


to advise him at once what further re- 
inforcements he may need after the ar- 
rival of all the regular troops to be 
dispatched to the Philippines to re- 
place the volunteers. ?.'hose time is 
out.

. Schneller Writes of His 
Many Experiences. 


Graphic Description of the Country 


and Its People from the Pen of 


an Old Portsmouth Boy. 


Manila, Philippines, April 16, '99. 
Ed. Times;—My friends will, no 


doubt, be pleased to learn that I am 


11. it is very warm here, but the 


nights are nice and cool. We are 
still doing guard duty in the city, 


and can't tell when we will be called 


out on the fire line. The boys are 
fighting every day, and the beauty 


Ofit is, they never loose a fight, but 
the insurgents are as stubborn as 


6fel, They wont surrender until we 
£il! nearly all of them. The leader 


Of them, Montenegro, died last week 
from wounds he received in battle. 
I bave not yet learned who has 
taken his place, but the rumor is out 
that some of our boys that were dis- 
honorably discharged have joined 
the rebels and were made officers, 
aud we think that one of them was 
appointed commander-in-chief. 


It wont bs good for them when 


they are caught. 
The Twentieth 


Kansas Volunteers killed a deserter 
ffhen they took the tower of Maloles. 
They saw him (standing on the in- 
surgent's trenches giving orders, and 
the whole Company G shot a volley 
at him, and when they crossed the 
trenches they saw his dead body 
lying at the bottom with about fifty 
bullet holes in it. He had on an in- 
surgent's uniform with a general's 
Bboulder strap. He got just what 
was coming to him. 


Our general was attacked by one 


ofhis native servants today. The 
native slipped up behind' him while 
he was taking a drink at a spring. 
He had three ribs broken and re 
fused to go to the hospital. 
He 


stayed out on the flre line. He has ' 
gone where he has put lots of others. 
They are a sneaking set, and you 
have to keep your eyes open on 
guard or they will slip up behind 
you, and stick a knife into you. That 
is when forty-eight six shooters 
come in handy. We don't hesitate 
to shoot anything black that comes 
near us at night on guard. In the 
city every store must close and 
everybody must be off the streets by 
seven o'clock. We arrest everybody 
we catch out, even saloons must 
close. There is extra patrol guard 
put on every night. The First battal- 
lion has got a large prison to guard. 
It is called the Belebib iprison. 
When we get the prisoners of war, 
we get three Insurgent generals and 
isveral other high officers and I 
don't know Just how many privates 
and prisoners are being brought in 
every day. 


The last of the Spanish soldiers 


lelt yesterday for Spain. Lots of us 
went down to the dock to see them 
oB. We parted good friends, shaking 
hands and wishing all good luck 
There ate still a good many Spanish 
officers here, but they are waiting 
tor a boat to go to Mexico, being 
afraid togo back to Spain. I was 
over to the new city a few days ago, 
and it is more of a city than I 
thought. The stores all handle goods 
from England and Hong Kong. 
There are a number of fine stores, 
but they can't come up to even 
Portsmouth's dry goods stores. 


Since the soldiers are here there is 


a saloon on two on overy street. 'A 
new one starts up almost every day. 
They all handle Slitz's beer of Mil- 
waukee, which is 20 cents a glass, 
while whiskey is 6 cents. There are 
two big; breweries here; cigars are 
f-eap; 5 cent cigars sell here two for 
one cent. Food of all kind is high, 
agood meal in a restaurant costing 


<5- cents to $1, the same meal at 
home can be-- hsd~~for 15 cehts'and as 
beef is bad the meat used is from the 
*ater buffalo. This animal looks 


like a steer, with large bodies 


head with horns that extend out 


three feet. The natives use 


these animals^ for beasts of burden 
a°d when worn out are sold to the 


companies of the 
states.
